THE  Count  Di  I^una  had  a  brother  who  was  carried  off  bv  thè  gipsy 
Azucena,  whose  mother  was  burnt  at  thè  stake  by  his  father.  The  Opera 
opeiis  with  thè  tellina  of  this  stor>-  by  one  of  thè  Count's  vassals. 

The  Count  is  in  love  with  thè  beautiful  Leonora,  but  she  has  given 
her  heart  to  Manrico,  a  gipsy  whose  lov'ely  songs  and  deeds  of  valour 
bave  won  her.  One  night  Manrico  serenades  Leonora  and  she  hastens 
to  him  onlj’  to  mistake  thè  Count  for  her  gipsy  lover.  But  Manrico 
Comes  up  in  time  to  sav'^e  her  and  thè  two  men  fight,  Manrico  being 
wounded.  However  when  he  has  thè  Count  at  his  mercy  some  strange 
impulse  allows  him  to  let  his  adversary  go. 

In  thè  second  act,  thè  gipsy’s  camp,  Azucena  tells  Manrico  of  how 
she  stole  thè  old  Count’s  son  and  then  killed  her  own  child  by  mistake 
and  had  to  rear  thè  Count's  son  as  her  own.  Manrico  is  so  horrified  by 
this  story  and  thè  realisatip.ij  that  he.  is  not  really  Azucena’s  son  that 
she  hastily  retracts  her  words  and  pretends  that  thè  story  is  not  true. 

Meanwhile  he  hears  that  Leonora,  who  believes  him  to  bave  been 
killed  is  about  to  enter  a  convent  and  he  goes  to  save  her.  The  Count 
bent  on  thè  sanie  object  arrives  at  thè  convent  just  before  Manrico,  but 
thè  latter  rescues  Leonora  and  thè  Count  vows  vengeance. 

Leonora  and  .Manrico  are  then  married  but  their  happiness  is  short 
lived,  for,  in  thè  third  act,  Manrico  hears  that  Azucena  has  been  cap- 
tured  by  thè  Count  and  is  to  be  burned.  He  tries  to  save  her  but  is 
captured  "too.  Then,  in  order  to  save  him,  Leonora  ofters  herself  to  thè 
Count  in  exchange  for  thè  lives  of  Azucena  and  Manrico,  but  she  hopes 
to  forestali  thè  Coiint  by  taking  a  slow-working  poison. 

Then,  assured  of  her  lover’s  freedom,  she  hastens  to  teli  him  of 
his  deliverance  and  dies  at  his  feet.  The  Gount  enters  and  seeing  that 
he  has  been  deceived  orders  Manrico  to  be  executed  immediately.  He 
is  led  away  and  to  thè  Count’s  horror,  just  as  Manrico  is  killed  Azucena 
shrieks  out  “he  is  your  own  brother”  and  this  final  tragedy  closes  thè 
Opera.
